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Vance to be secretary of state 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — Cyrus Vance, a low-key, respected diplomatic 
troubleshooter for Lyndon Johnson, today will be named secretary of state by 
President-elect Jimmy Carter. 
Carter was set to designate Vance to the vital cabinet post at a news con­ 
ference later today. Also to be named was Atlanta banker Bert Lance as direc­ 
tor of the Office of Management and Budget. 
Two Republican senators, Jacob Javits of New York and Clifford Case of 
New Jersey, said they had received telephone calls from Carter in Plains this 
morning informing them of his intention to name Vance, a deputy secretary of 
defense in the Johnson administration. 
Case and Javits are the ranking GOP members of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee. From Paris, Javits said, “This appointment should be most 
reassuring to the world about the new administration.” 
In Washington, Case said he was "greatly pleased” that his “long-time friend 
and former law partner” has been tapped by Carter. 
"I am sure he will carry out the duties of this enormously responsible posi­ 
tion with dedication and great competence,” Case said. 


Vance is regarded by those who have worked with him at the State Depart­ 
ment and Pentagon as quiet, a good listener, optimistic, considerate and a 
great team player. 
He is, in other words, almost the exact opposite of Henry Kissinger, the man 
who has dominated U.S. foreign policy for 3V* years. 
Vance, 59, is a Wall Street lawyer with an almost uncanny knack of summing 
up the consensus and coming up with a compromise. 
The former Army secretary was bom in Clarksburg, W. Va., and attended 
Yale and the Yale Law school. He was a faithful deputy to the last generation 
of Democratic establishment figures. 
Lance, 45, is a self-styled country banker who began working in 1951 as a $90- 
a-month teller at the First National Bank in his home town of Calhoun, Ga. In 
1963, he was named president of that bank. 
, 
A close friend of Carter’s, Lance has been the president of the National Bank 
of Georgia, Atlanta’s fifth largest, since 1975. He has gained a reputation as an 
aggressive businessman by consolidating three smaller banks since he took 
over NBG.

State Legislature 
to convene Monday 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - The 
legislature will convene Monday for a 
brief organizational session before deal­ 
ing with the politically sensitive issues of 
property tax relief and statewide school 
financing 
Both houses will meet to organize, 
although no m ajo r shakeups in 
leadership posts are expected. The law­ 
m akers will then break for the 
Christmas and New Year holidays and 
return Jan 3 for the 1977-78 session 
The Senate will meet Monday to elect 
the president pro tern and fill three 
vacancies on the powerful Rules Com­ 
mittee. After swearing in the nine new 
members, the Senate is scheduled to 
recess. 
The 80-member Assembly plans three 
organizational days, including election of 
a speaker. No major threats to Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy are foreseen. 
When the lawmakers return in January 
they will face a growing uproar over the 
plight of the tax-stressed homeowner A 


flood of bills attempting to remedy 
skyrocketing property taxes is expected 
to be introduced. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., whose 
chief financial experts began talking of 
property tax reform weeks ago, says he 
is looking at legislation which, among 
other things, could provide a $200 
million in state aid to property owners, 
higher rates for commercial properties, 
and a lid on future property tax increases 
by local governments. 
Expecting the state Supreme Court in 
a matter of weeks may hand down a final 
decision on its 1972 landmark Serrano 
school finance ruling, lawmakers also 
will focus on whether or not to deal with 
the issue this year or postpone it further. 
Education officials have said that as 
much as $1 billion in funds might be 
required. The ruling held the current 
methods of financing schools was uncon­ 
stitutional because it failed to provide an 
equal opportunity for an education 
among school districts. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Unemploy­ 
ment jumped to the year’s highest level 
of 8.1 per cent in November, the Labor 
Department reported today. The in­ 
crease put more pressure on President­ 
elect Jim m y C arter to provide a 
stimulus for the sagging economy. 
The 0 2 per cent increase brought un­ 
employment within a fraction of the 
worst days of the recession—just 0.8 per 
cent below the peak in May, 1975. It also 
was the first time in 1976 that jobles­ 
sness has reached the 8 per cent level. 
Rising steadily from a 1976 low of 7.3 
per cent in May, unemployment hovered 
just below 8 per cent between July and 
October. November’s rate was the 
highest since it reached 8.3 per cent last 
December. 
Some 200,000 persons—most of them 
adult men—were put out of work in 
November, just before the Christinas 
holidays. The unemployment rate for 
adult men rose to 6.5 per cent, also the 
highest level for 1976. 
This brought to 7.8 million the number 
of Americans unemployed. 
The increase prompted new demands 
on Carter to take charge of the economy 
as soon as he becomes president. Carter 
has not yet decided whether he will try to 
stim ulate the economy by cutting 
taxes. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 
said the figures show the economic 
problems facing Carter “are substantial­ 
ly worse than the administration has 
been willing to admit.” 
“Obviously the nation needs as soon as 
possible the programs that Mr. Carter 
discussed during the campaign, the 
programs that will encourage balanced 
economic growth and full employment,” 
he added. 


With the economy growing at a snail’s 
pace, there is little indication the 
employment picture will improve in the 
months ahead. Both Carter and ad­ 
m in is tra tio n 
e c o n o m ists 
h av e 
acknowledged the economy is in worse 
shape than they previously believed. 
P re sid e n t F o rd o rig in a lly had 
promised to reduce unemployment to 
below 7 per cent by the end of 1976. 
Carter recently indicated a 1.5. per cent 
reduction during his first year in office 
would be the best the nation could hope 
for. 
As m ore people—m ost of them 
women—entered the labor force, total 


employment also increased in November 
for the first time in five months. 
Employment rose by 350,000 to a record 
high of 88.1 million. 
Much of this increase, however, 
resulted from the settlement of several 
major strikes against manufacturers, 
including Ford Motor Co. 
The labor force—or the total number 
of persons available for work—iifcreased 
by 560,000 to 95.9 million in Noveihber. 
The increase in joblessness resulted 
from this expansion of the labor force, 
combined with a rise in the number of 
job losers. Some 3.9 million of the 
nation's unemployed were counted as job 


losers — also a benchmark for 1976. 
.The average duration of unemploy­ 
ment also increased in November to 15.6 
weeks, and the number of persons forced 
to accept part-time jobs continued to 
climb to 3.6 million. 
Joblessness among women, whites, 
blacks, m arried men and full time 
workers increased only slightly. But 
there was no increase for teen-agers or 
household heads. 
Some 100,000 new factory jobs opened 
up in November with the resolution of 
strikes. Employment rose by 120,000 in 
the service industries, 30,000 in the con­ 
struction industry and 10,000 in mining.

Coastal commission votes 
UCSB event facility okay 


After initially rejecting it, the 
Regional Coastal Commission late 
Thursday passed on a reconsideration 
vote a proposed $3.5 million campus 
events facility at the University of 
California at Santa Barbara. 
The first vote was 6 to 5 with one 
abstention against application for a per­ 
mit, but following an executive session, 
and after newsmen, those critical of the 
project and even one commissioner had 
left the meeting, another vote was taken 
resulting in its approval, 8 to 2 with one 
abstention. 
Vice Chancellor Stephen S Goodspeed 
had said he felt the commission s ap­ 
proval was essential to the university s 
chances of getting a $1.8 million federal 
grant to help offset the cost. 
Commission members speaking out 
against the project included Dorrill 
Wright, Tim Terry ami Robert Newdoll. 
Their expressed concerns that a new 
facility which could seat 8,000 persons 
would add to overall traffic and parking 
problems, might lead to larger enroll­ 
ment and was a bigger facility than 
needed appeared to reflect the adverse 
vote 
Goodspeed told newsmen after the 
vote that he could not see what the 
specific objections were, and felt misin­ 
formation had been relayed to the com­ 
mission 
. 
Dr. Goodspeed stressed the new 
facility would augment Robertson Gym 
so far as students were concerned. He 
said he felt events in the proposed new 
activity center could not be limited to 
Glimpses

students, when Wright said he felt he 
could support the project if such a 
limitation were attached. 
The old gym and Robertson Gym are 
busy “night and day” now and added 
basketball ami volleyball courts planned 
in the new facility were needed “to meet 
the demand,” the commission was told. 
The proposed new center could be used 
for student-sponsored rock concerts, Dr. 
G oodspeed show ed, adding th a t 
Robertson Gym had proved unsuitable 
for such a use 
Campus planner Peter Chapman told 
the commission that such a facility 
would presumably not create added 
events on campus, would not significant­ 
ly add to water usage and that a negative 
environmental impact declaration had 
been acted on by the university and state 
clearing house. Enrollment should “stay 
steady until the mid-1980's and then 
decline slowly,” he felt. 
Larry Kinnett, Isla Vista planning 
director, and David Hoskinson, Isla 
Vista Community Council member, 
called on the commission to realize the 
impact of such new facilities on the un­ 
iversity community in terms of traffic 
and housing. They did not specifically op­ 
pose the project, however. 
The university said 451 bike parking 
spaces would serve the new facility, 
without adding more vehicular parking 
spaces 
Commissioners Naomi Schwartz and 
Terry declared they shared Isla Vista 
leaders' concerns about university im­ 
pacts on a congested community where 
building has been halted by a water dis­ 
trict moratorium. 
Commission executive officer Carl 
Hetrick asserted the commission in 1977 
will have an opportunity to look at long- 
range development at UCSB for the first 
time. 


Court turns down 
Gilmore s mother 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The Utah 
Supreme Court today turned down a 
request by Gary Gilmore’s mother to 
stay his execution, tossing his fate into 
the hands of the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The state court issued a brief order 
rejecting the petition from Bessie 
Gilmore of Milwaukie, Ore., filed on her 
behalf by attorneys opposed to capital 
punishment 
The court acted on the same 4-1 
margin by which it turned down a 
similar request for a stay three weeks 
ago after listening to Gilmore personally 
plead for death before a firing squad. 
Utah’s highest court made its ruling in 
a minute entry, with Justice D. Frank 
Wilkins saying he dissented “for the 
same reasons” he disagreed with the 
majority in the original denial of a stay 
— that the state’s capital punishment 
law has never been reviewed by an ap­ 
pellate court. 
Mrs. Gilmore, bedridden with arthritis 
in a trailer court at Milwaukie, Ore., 
filed requests for a delay of her son’s ex­ 
ecution - scheduled for dawn Monday — 
with both the Utah and U.S. Supreme 
Courts on Thursday. 
“ I love Gary very much,’’ Mrs. 
Gilmore said and signed petitions seek­ 
ing the stays, which were filed by 
lawyers representing the NAACP Legal 
Defense Fund. 
The nation’s highest court indicated 
the case would be discussed today by the 
nine justices at their weekly con­ 
ference. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - There 
seems no threat of an imminent “liquor 
price war” among California dealers fol­ 
lowing the decision by the state to 
abolish “fair trade” laws on liquor 
prices. 
“Anybody who would cut prices now 
would be foolish,” said Richard Coraetti. 
San Francisco liquor store owner and the 
man who caused Thursday’s ruling by 
the state Alcoholic Board Appeals Board 
that the state’s minimum liquor price 
laws are illegal. 
“You might sell 30 items below price, 
then find out three months later the 
board has changed its mind and suddenly 
you’ve got 30 offenses and lose your 
license.” 
A Marin dealer said “we are not going 
to cut any prices until the rest of them 
do.” 
But many liquor dealers warned that 
free prices eventually could drive thou­ 
sands of retailers out of business. They 
asserted small volume operators would 
not be able to compete with high volume 
chains. 
Sol Price, San Diego attorney and 
onetime spokesman for the anti-fixed 
price cause, said the impact would be 
serious on some large chains. 


“They’ve developed enormous private 
label patronage,” he said. “The national 
brands will to a great extent drive the 
private labels out. There has been a very 
big spread between private labels and 
national brands.” 
A South Pasadena store operator, 
Eugene Blalock, said, “It might mean 
the value of my business will drop con­ 
siderably. The unknown factor Is the big 
markets. 
“They might drop down immediately 
in price and force the smaller stores out, 
and then raise the prices again,” he said. 
Ken Harper, vice president of Young’s 
Markets, said removal of minimums on 
retail sales will not affect wholesale 
prices. Therefore, he said, prices over- 
the-bar would not change. 
Because the ruling is being appealed, 
Harper said,“Any change in the law, if it 
comes at all, is one to two years down 
the road.” 
In Sacramento, George Reece, deputy 
director of the Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control, said, “We'll continue 
to enforce the fair trade laws as written 
until the m atter is adjudicated.” 
Nevada liquor dealers predicted that 
California prices would eventually come 
down and therefore hurt their business 


They said Californians who have been 
lugging less costly liquor home with 
them on their visits to this state probably 
will buy it in California from now on. 
“It could amount to a loss of 25 per 
cent of the business for some stores,” 
said wholesaler Peter Barengo. 
The state would feel the low. too. 
Nevada taxes liquor at the rate of $1.90 
per gallon. 
Barengo added, however, that tourists 
from Washington, Oregon and Idaho, 
which have state-controlled liquor 
stores, are an increasing percentage of 
business of Nevada stores, which are 
open around the clock. 
One operator of a chain of discount 
liquor stores said loss of the California 
takehome trade will hurt “but it won’t 
put anyone out of business ” 
Another said a “ surprising amount” of 
liquor sold to Californians is consumed 
while they are here in their rooms. 
The ruling doesn’t affect the wine in­ 
dustry, where the traditional takehome 
situation has been the reverse of the 
liquor trade. Since Nevada has a tax of 
30-50 cents a gallon on wine and Califor­ 
nia has virtually none, Nevadans return­ 
ing from a California visit may bring 
cases of their favorite wine with them.

Installation work is under way at the 
Johns-Manville Lompoc Plant and Mine 
for three additional ventilation systems 
designed to continue meeting tighter 
dust control standards, Plant Manager 
W E Benton announced today. 
The first of the projects involves the 
addition of four new sections of dust 
collectors to an existing system in opera­ 
tion within the powder mill. The work is 
being completed to meet a change in the 
method of state environmental monitor­ 
ing of silica and to provide ventilating 
capacity for anticipated future require­ 
ments, Benton said. 
The two other projects include an ad­ 
ditional baghouse for increased dust con­ 
trol capacity in another area of the mill, 
and further improvements in existing 
ventilation systems. 
Cost of work to the company is approx­ 
imately $260,000. This amount added to 
other major environmental control im­ 
provements over a five-year period, br­ 
ing expenditures at the Lompoc 
diatomaceous earth facility to over $2 
million since 1971. 
The company has received many 
favorable comments from more than 20 
inspections in the first nine months of 
1976 by various federal, state and county 
agencies. During the period, Benton 
said, the company received one non- 
serious citation from Cal OSHA which 
was for readings slightly in excess of the 
standards for silica in three work sta­ 
tions. 
This citation resulted from a com­ 
prehensive inspection and monitoring 
survey of Lompoc operations held in 
February by nine officials from the 
California State Department of Health. 
Among the numerous other agencies that 
inspect the Lompoc Plant are the Mining 
Enforcement Safety Administration; the 
Lompoc Resource Conservation District 


Board; the Cal OSHA Mine and Tunnel 
Division and Occupational Health Sec­ 
tion; the Refuse Disposal Division, 
County of Santa Barbara , Santa Barbara 
County Air Pollution Control District; 
the C alifornia Indussrial Safety 
Department; the Department of Public 
Works. Santa Barbara County; and the 
California Regional W ater Quality 
Control Board. 
In addition to the state, county and 
federal inspections, weekly inspections 
of the facility are made by a Union 
M anagem ent 
Safety C om m ittee; 
monthly central Safety Meetings of a 
Union-Management team are held and 


recorded, and semi-monthly Union- 
Management Meetings which frequently 
include safety and housekeeping items 
Benton went on to explain that Johns- 
Manville maintains a comprehensive In­ 
dustrial Hygiene Monitoring program at 
all its facilities, conducted by profes­ 
sional industrial hygienists. One of the 
company’s five regional industrial 
hygiene laboratories is located at the 
Lompoc Plant. Benton concluded by 
stating that although the Lompoc Plant 
has a very comprehensive program to 
protect employes, respirators and hear­ 
ing protection are still required in some 
areas. 
Workers to get some pay 
from defunct contractor

The almost forgotten victims of a con­ 
tracting business that collapsed and 
wound up in court, got some good news 
today: They will get checks in the next 
couple of days covering their share of the 
wages and salaries they had coming 
when the company fell apart in March. 


Deputy Labor Commissioner Paul Hill 
told the Record today that he would get 
the checks in the mail today or Monday. 
He said Surety Co., of the Pacific had 
paid off $2,500 as the amount due under a 
bonding action for defunct Baker Bros. 
Construction and Home Improvement 
Co. Ronald William Baker. 31, was 
scheduled to be arraigned in Lompoc 
Municipal Court today on seven counts of 
receiving money for home improve­ 
ments and not completing the work. The 
man was held under $50,000 bain Baker 
disappeared in May and was arrested in 
Colorado last week. He waived extradi­ 


tion and was returned to Lompoc. 
When the company collapsed in March 
of this year, wages and salaries were due 
eight workers — seven men and one 
woman Typical of the victims are Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard Campbell. Campbell 
has filed for $504 as wages due on March 
18 when he and the other workers quit in 
a body because Baker had not paid them. 
Today, Mrs. Campbell said the money 
would come in especially handy at this 
tim e of the year. “ We have four 
children,” she said. Times have been 
hard for the Campbells. When the Baker 
company fell apart it was difficult for 
the workers to find other work. Some had 
to go on welfare briefly, according to 
Mrs. Campbell, in order to avoid loss of 
their cars and homes. 
Still another aspect of the tangled af­ 
fairs surrounding the Baker case is the 
plight of the material suppliers, some of 
whom have thousands of dollars on their 
books that they will have trouble 
collecting.

The death of a pet hamster at 
Fillmore School has stirred a 
controversy that pits the 
parents of one student against 
the school administration and 
reawakens past conflicts 


Both sides were at an impas­ 
se over the issues this week 
with no relief in sight. TTie 
parents vow to continue the 
fig h t, 
w h ile 
school 
a d ­ 
ministrators say the question is 
settled and that no further ac­ 
tion will be taken. 


The hamster was owned by a 
10-year-old girl, who lived in 
another attendance area, but 
who attended Fillm ore by 
preference and who visited in 
the home of Orval and Linda 
McNay at 735 N. Third St., each 
day until her mother picked her 
up. 
The 
child has since 
transferred back to the school 
nearest her home, but still 
comes to the McNay home each 
afternoon after school under 
the 
same 
arrangement as 
before. 


The McNays have a boy of 
th e ir 
ow n, 
who 
attends 
Fillmore, and while he was not 
involved in the hamster issue, 
he was the focal point of a 
related controversy. 


That sets the stage. The 
McNays charge that the death 
of the hamster was used as an 
exercise to teach the girl and 
only incidentally the class, 
‘‘how to cope with death." The 
incident allegedly occurred in 
the classroom of fifth grade 
teacher 
Charles 
Bockius. 
Bockius denies the charge and 
has the support of his superiors.

School Supt. Clarence Bloom 
told the Record this week that 
"I am satisfied nothing unusual 
and nothing in violation of 
ethics or religion has oc­ 
curred.’’ Bloom said he made 
the judgment after an hour 
and twenty minute meeting 
with Bockius and the school’s 
principal. Sonja Yates. 


M rs. 
McNay leveled the 
charges during a meeting of the 
Fillmore School PTA. Later, 
she and her husband came to 
the Record with their story In 
a written statement, Mrs. 
McNay declared: ‘‘I’d like to 
know how many parents really 
know what type of actions our 
teachers take with the excuse 
of teaching them 
‘how to 
cope’!...The sadistic act was 
asking a 10-year-old girl to put 
the animal out of its misery 
(without knowing what was 
wrong with it.) The way of this 
would be either putting it in a 
paper sack and having her 
drown it. or just disposing of it 
in the garbage can...the pur­ 
pose to teach her how to cope 
with death." 


The 
phraseology, 
"how to 
cope with death," has become 
one of the focal points of the 
controversy. Bockius says he 
didn’t use the words, but did 
hear one of his students use the 
words during the general clas­ 
sroom discussion that ensued 
after the hamster died. 


Bockius told this reporter, 
"There’s a lot of false accusa­ 
tions. I feel I ’m a victim of cir­ 
cumstances." He says he gave 
the girl the option of disposing 
of the dead hamster herself or 
that he. Bockius, would do so. 
He says the girl’s classmates 
made a variety of suggestions 
including one about "flushing 


the dead animal down the 
toilet.’’ He said he couldn’t 
remember which child made 
the suggestion. In any event, 
Bockius said the whole incident 
was a learning experience for 
the children. 
Bockius recalled the tearful 
classsroom scene that followed 
the death of the hamster. “ A lit­ 
tle girl crying because her 
hamster had died ..you as a 
teacher have to let the children 
get it out of their system. If the 
McNays had been in the clas­ 
sroom 
at the time, there'd 
have been no letters written ” 
McNay. who has taken over 
the fight on behalf of his wife, 
said “ It’s not his job to teach 
about death; it’s his job to 
teach mathematics.” 
It was not precisely clear 
what action McNay thinks 
might be appropriate to correct 
what he feels is the main 
problem, but Yates told this 
reporter that the McNays 
became angry with her because 
she would not ask for the dis­ 
missal of Bockius 
The appearance of Mrs. 
McNay before the PTA, stirred 
another 
controversy. 
She 
charged in her statement to the 
Record that, "What I got in 
return for this was a call from 
the superintendent of schools, 
telling me his lawyers were 


checking on whether I could be 
prosecuted under the present 
educational codes.” 
Bloom has em phatically 
denied that he threatened Mrs. 
McNay with legal action. 
The 
in c id e n t o v e r 
the 
hamster triggered the recall of 
another 
controversy 
that 
m arred relations between 
Bockius and the McNays last 
year. In her statement to the 
Record. 
Mrs. 
McNay said 
Bockius said her son “ was a 
dummy and was stupid, day 
after day several times a day.” 
Bockius denies the charge 
and says he’s stunned by the ac­ 
cusation. He told the Record it 
would not be a part of his clas­ 
sroom procedure or technique 
to call anyone in the classroom, 
“ stupid." 
That’s where the controversy 
sat this week, with an uneasy 
calm settling over the scene. It 
was at once an equation em­ 
bodying the heartfelt concern of 
parents for the welfare of their 
child and a teacher’s involve­ 
ment with his teaching craft, 
both concerns, so close and yet 
at this juncture, so far apart. 
Bockius said he was saddened 
by the charges and noted that 
despite any early problems, he 
and the McNay son had “ good 
rapport” 
and 
were getting 
along well.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
said today that barring a 
national emergency he has "no 
intention” of seeking wage and 
price controls in the next four 
years. 
The move could make it 
easier for the steel industry to 
back down on its controversial 
price hikes which went into ef­ 
fect this week in the face of a 
stagnant economy. 
Carter scheduled an after­ 
noon news conference at which 
he was expected to name Cyrus 
Vance as secretary of state and 
Atlanta banker Bert Lance as 
director of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 
Interviewed on the NBC To­ 
day program, Carter assured 
the nation’s business and labor 
leaders that he doesn’t favor 


any wage and price controls in 
the next four years. 
”1 have no intention at all 
during the next four years (of) 
asking for wage and price 
authority, even on a stand-by 
basis,” he said. 
‘‘So there need be no concern 
in the business community or 
the labor community that I in­ 
tend to go toward wage and 
price controls unless there’s a 
national emergency—whidt I 
certainly don’t anticipate.” 
Carter, a virtual unknown 
himself a year ago, also said 
that he expects to name his 
cabinet by Christmas and that 
“most” of the members will be 
relatively unknown to the 
American public. 
He also said he: 
—Will work with Congress to 
bring about a more active 


growth rate in the Gross 
National Product. 
—Will send an unofficial rep­ 
ly to Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev assuring the Kremlin 
that he wants a peaceful world. 
—Was not consulted on the 
decision by President Ford 
Thursday to begin production 
on the B1 bomber but that he is 
not worried because he will 
have the final decision in the 
matter.

Major cities in 
financial troubles 


DENVER (UPI) - A re­ 
searcher for the Brookings In­ 
stitute says eight major cities 
are in financial trouble because 
of poor management, inade­ 
quate long-range revenue pros­ 
pects and depressed economies. 
TTve cities identified Thurs­ 
day by David T. Stanley in his 
report for the Academy of 
Contemporary Problems at 
Columbus, Ohio, were: Boston, 
Buffalo. Cleveland. Detroit, 
Newark. New York, Phila­ 
delphia and St. Louis. 
“Their economies are going 
nowhere and their people are 
going elsewhere,” Stanley said 
in the report circulated at the 
annual convention of the 
National League of Cities. 
The report said the lack of 
adequate funds could impair 
the cities’ “borrowing ability, 
require reduction of municipal 
services, pose a threat to public 
health and safety and thus 
diminish the quality and 
satisfaction of urban life 
Stanley’s report said urban 
financial problem s had a 
“widespread impact” because 
rem edial m easures often 
caused problems of their 


“The city government tries to 
solve its budget-balancing prob­ 
lems by raising taxes, imposing 
fees, reducing its work force 


and cutting down on purchases 
and construction,” the report 
said. “This is bad for the local 
economy.” 
Stanley said possible solu­ 
tions included emergency cash 
grants to cities by legislatures, 
stiffening of state control over 
city financial decisions and 
state authorization of new taxes 
or special bond issues 
He said the federal govern­ 
ment could be asked for 
operating cash, guaranteed 
loans or one-time cash grants, 
but he said such grants would 
be a “bail-out hard to justify 
and hard to enact.” 
The report said New York 
City could not borrow needed 
cash and might be unable to 
balance its budget. He said 
Newark was troubled by 
citizens’ anger at the level of 
city services and Buffalo had a 
high short-term debt. 
Stanley said St. Louis' eco­ 
nomic base was shaky and 
there were signs its municipal 
payroll would be hiked. He said 
Boston faced high payrolls, pen­ 
sion liabilities and poor morale 
of residents. 
And he said Cleveland suf­ 
fered from inept fiscal manage­ 
ment. Detroit needed more 
state aid and Philadelphia 
faced money problems because 
of past administrative mis­

Woman eluded 
death on raft 


LONDON (UPI) - Aspirins 
and an occasional shot of 
whisky are superior to doses of 
vitamin C in curing the com­ 
mon cold, according to a six- 
month research project by the 
British Medical Research Coun­ 
cil. 
“Were still analyzing the 
final results but there seems to 
be no evidence that vitamin C 
helps you get over a cold,” said 
Dr. Tom Meade, a member of 
the council. “When I get a cold I 
take a couple of aspirins if I 
have a headache and I take the 
odd whisky in the evening. 
That's my way of coping. 
“We now think that even 
when taken in these large 
doses, vitamin C seems to have 
no effect on cold symptoms,” 
Meade said. 


SAN ANSELMO, Calif. (UPI) 
— Nancy Perry says she still 
doesn't know how she eluded 
death for three weeks while 
adrift on a raft in the Pacific. 
Two companions were lost at 
sea when the ill-fated ketch 
Spirit sank in a storm midway 
between San Francisco and 
Honolulu on Sept. 24. 
Miss Perry and Durel Miller 
were picked up 21 days later by 
merchant sailors and a third 
survivor, Bruce Collins, 23. was 
subsequently rescued off a se­ 
cond raft. 
“I don’t know how I sur­ 
vived." Miss Perry said in an 
interview at her home Thurs­ 
day. “I guess I just wanted to.” 
The young woman said she 
stayed alive by licking conden­ 
sation off a small canopy cover­ 
ing the bow of the tiny in­ 
flatable raft, but she still was 
oppressed by the feeling that 
death was stalking her. 
“I knew I was going to die,” 
she said. “It’s hard to describe 
but your body just starts to give 
and you know death is coming. 
“I talked to myself aloud for 
hours on end. I couldn’t dis­ 
tinguish between fantasy and 
reality, and I felt a kind of 
weakness that I never knew 
before, and I really thought I 
was dying.” 
She lost 40 pounds by the time 
she was rescued 900 miles 
southwest of San Francisco. 
She later underwent surgery for 
salt water sores and her hair 
was knotted so tightly that it 
had to be cut off.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Wholesale prices, boosted by 
higher costs for fuel and 
consumer-ready food, rose by 
0.6 per cent in November for 
the second straight month, the 
Labor Department said today.

The Labor Department said 
its Wholesale Price Index stood 
at 185.6 in November from a

This means 
goods that cost wholesale

Prices charged to wholesale 
buyers are incorporated into 
the cost of production in mak­ 
ing consumer goods. 
The index contains three 
major categories—raw farm 
products like eggs and beef, 
processed foods like cereals 
and bakery goods, and industri­ 
al commodities such as fuel, 
metals, lumber. 
Fuel prices pushed up the in­ 
dustrial sector 0.8 per cent. 
Prices for farm products fell 
0 5 per cent, but the cost of 
processing the farm goods into 
consumer-ready foods rose by 
0.6 per cent. 
The Labor Department said 
prices of natural gas and other 
fuels accounted for half the in­ 
crease for industrial com­ 
modities. Transportation equip­ 
ment, lumber and wood 
products also rose. But prices 
quoted for iron, steel and other 
metals held steady or dropped. 
Farm products declined be­ 
cause of lower prices for live 
hogs and grains. There were in­ 
creases in the prices for cocoa 
beans, oilseeds, hay and 
hayseeds.

29 inches of snow

The City of Buffalo, N .Y., or 
more specifically the snow that 
covers it, remained the focal 
point of weather interest today. 
The storm that refused to quit 
dumped another 14 inches of 
snow on the city Thursday.

The departm ent said the 
numbers of prisoners on parole 
w ill be reduced to about 16,000 
by October of 1977 and to 10,000 
by mid-1978. It added, however, 
the number of men still in 
prison, about 23,000, w ill 
probably not change.

“If anyone can show to me 
that I am inconsistent or I am 
doing something that is a little 
less than honest, I’ll be happy 
j 
not to take a penny of the pen­ 
sion fund," said the 61-year-old 
McLennan. 
The Downey Republican, de­ 
feated in the Nov. 2 election, 
said Thursday he contributed 
|6,000 to the pension program 
during his tenure and sees 
“ n o t h i n g w r o n g ’’ wi t h 
collecting $3,000 a year in 
retirement benefits. 
McLennan won his Assembly 
seat in a special election in mid- 
1973 and made $700 in additional 
pension payments to qualify 
him for the entire year. The law 
allows legislators elected to of­ 
fice before July 15 to add a full 
year to their retirement if he 
makes a full year of pension 
contributions. 
McLennan’s successful cru­ 
sade — unpopular among some 
legislators — repealed a section 
of the law that enabled younger 
state senators and assembly­ 
men with less than 20 years ser­ 
vice to collect immediately 
pensions if they were defeated 
because of reapportionment. 
McLennan said his bill “was 
not after” anyone who qualified 
for retirement benefits by time 
served or age. 
“It had nothing to do with 
someone who readied the age 
of 60 or had put in sufficient 
time. What bothered me were 
people in their 30s and their 40s 
and getting a pension for the 
rest of their lives after serving 
only four or six years.” 
The bill was passed during a 
special session of the legisla­ 
ture and deprived more than a 
dozen lawmakers, who left of­ 
fice in 1974, of early retirement 
benefits.

Californians 


paying less 


for milk 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
dairy industry spokesman says 
Californians are paying about 
13.6 cents less for a half-gallon 
of milk than the rest of the na­ 
tion despite charges by con­ 
sumer groups that state con­ 
trols inflate the cost. 


Testifying before a Depart­ 
ment of Food and Agriculture 
hearing Thursday, John Kac- 
zor, of the Dairy Institute of 
California, also said California 
dairy farm ers receive an 
average 4 cents per half-gallon 
less for their milk than the 
national average. 
Combined average wholesale 
and retail costs are 9.6 cents 
less than the national pattern, 
he added 


The average statewide cost of 
a half-gallon of milk in Califor­ 
nia is 68 cents. That figure is 
very close to the statewide 
average minimum milk price 
set by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment.

“I think that my own children were neglected a little bit 
when I was in the process of managing in my younger 
years,” Murtaugh said, when he announced his fourth and 
final retirement Oct. 1. “So I’m going to try to make up for it 
by spending a little more time with the grandchildren.” 
He never got the chance. 
Murtaugh died Thursday evening in the intensive care unit 
of Crozer-Chester Medical Center here, two days after suf­ 
fering a stroke. He was 5». 
In the eyes of his manager-peers, Murtaugh’s love of 
baseball was equaled by his talent for managing. They 
named him Manager of the Year three times. 
His last retirement had as much to do with his failing 
health as his desire to spend more time w ith hb four 
grandchildren. But he never mentioned his health during his 
retirement speech until he was asked. 
Then he admitted, “I think this year was one of the worst 
years I’ve had in the last three as far as my health is con­ 
cerned I was ill a few more times than anybody realised. 
Murtaugh made his debut in pro baseball as an infielder in 
1937 and made his major league debut with the Phillies in 
1941 
Like many ballplayers of the ‘40s, he interrupted his 
career for a stint in the service. He returned to baseball with 
the Boston Braves’ Milwaukee farm club then went to the 
Pirates as a second baseman in 1948. Ike Bucs becamO his 
second family.

After four years of playing with the parent team, he went 
to the New Orleans farm club in 1952 as a player-coach. He 
and longtime Pirates’ General Manager Joe L. Brown, who 
was then New Orleans’ general manager, became an 
inseparable duo and went on to preside over the Pirates 
most successful years. 
Murtaugh was promoted to Pirates’ manager, replacing 
Bobby Bragan, during the 1957 season. By 1960, Murtaugh 
and Brown had built a team laden with stars and the Bucs 
won their first World Series since 1925 with Bill Mazeroski’s 
seventh-game, ninth-inning home run. 
Murtaugh’s first retirement came in 1964 because of heart 
trouble. Then, when Brown fired Harry Walker midway 
through the 1967 season, Murtaugh agreed to finish out that 
season. He became field manager again in 1970, winning the 
Eastern Division that year and the World Series over 
Baltimore the next.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Influence peddling at the top 


WASHINGTON - In return for a few 
favors. Sen. James Eastland, D-Miss., 
the dean of the Senate, used his tremen­ 
dous political influence in an attempt to 
bail out a company on the verge of 
bankruptcy. 
According to sworn statements to the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
the senator pressured 
th e 
A g r i c u l t u r e 
Department’s Farm 
Home AdministraUon 
to fund a modular 
home factory in his 
home s t a t e . The 
beneficiary was to be 
Stirling Homex, Inc., 
which 
is 
now 
bankrupt. 
The company had 
sold millions of dollars 
in stock even though 
its executives knew 
the firm was on the 
financial ropes. By 
1971, Homex had 
turned to the Farm 
Home Administration 
for funds to avoid bankruptcy. The plan 
was to have the agency foot the bill for 
modular home construction in Mississip­ 
pi. But the agency decided not to bail out 
the company, because Homex’s units 
cost too much to build. 
Homex then turned to Eastland for 
help. The company ferried the senator 
around in its corporate jet. It also 
rehired for a fat $50,000 a year an 
Eastland crony, Thurston Little, who had 
been fired earlier, according to the 
testimony. 
A former Homex vice president, 
Harold Yanowitch, told SEC in­ 
vestigators that “Sen. Eastland (would) 
interfere in the Departm ent of 


Agriculture along with (former White 
House aide) Fred LaRue into getting this 
project to fly.” 
Yanowitch also told SEC investigators 
that Eastland insisted that his old pal 
Little “act as an intermediary between 
the company and Sen. Eastland.” 
Little told us that Eastland did not 
know that he was on the Homex payroll 
until after he was hired. Little also con­ 
tended that Yanowitch was trying to 
“smear the senator.” 
According to the SEC testimony, 
Eastland also promised to lobby former 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Buts and ex- 
Attomey General John Mitchell on 
Homex’s behalf. As chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, Eastland 
wielded tremendous influence with 
Mitchell. Butz and Eastland are so close 
that when the senator was late for the 
agriculture secretary’s swearing-in 
ceremony, Butz delayed the event until 
Eastland arrived, according to the 
testimony. 
Yanowitch said he had good reason to 
be awed by Eastland. In another Stirling 
Homex-connected project, Eastland 
closed the deal with a single telephone 
call. 
But this time Eastland did not come 
through as expected, and the firm went 
bankrupt in July, 1972. Homex officials 
have since been indicted on 
multi­ 
million-dollar stock f raud charges. 
Eastland admitted that he talked to 
Butz, but the senator insisted that he 
spoke to the agriculture secretary only 
because the proposed factory would be 
located in his home state. “All I asked,” 
Eastland told us, “was that (Butz) per- 
sonally go into i t ... Butz said it cost too 
much. So I said I couldn't approve it 
myself.” 
He also confessed that he used

Homex’s jet, but only twice, not on a 
“constant” basis as the SEC testimony 
charges. Little supported Eastland, 
maintaining that the senator did not use 
the jet more than “two or three times. 
In addition, Eastland denied that he 
ever discussed the construction deal with 
Mitchell. But in the sworn testimony, 
Yanowitch claims that Eastland “said to 
me 'I will get John Mitchell into this 
thing and...we should be able to make 
this thing happen,’ Now these were his 
words to me.” 
Yanowitch contends that if Eastland 
did not talk to Mitchell, LaRue did. In 
fact, it has been reported that in early 
1972, LaRue and Mitchell flew to Miami 
in the Homex jet. 
“Fred LaRue, Thurston little, Ruble 
Phillips (a prominent Mississippi 
Republican) and the senator were in­ 
timately involved in 
... pushing this 
project along,” the former Homex vice 
president swore. 
In return for LaRue’s help, Homex 
allegedly tried to get a $75,000 bank loan 
.for him. They also flew him around the 
country in their jet and paid part of the 
rent on LaRue’s Washington apartment, 
Yanowitch stated. 
As for Eastland, he received “constant 
use of our airplanes... Thurston (Little) 
would caU from Washington and say, ‘I 
am with the senator now and we want to 
talk about your project some more.’“Lit­ 
tle would then order Homex to “send a 
jet to Washington so it could take the 
senator ... down to Mississippi.” 
“I would say the senator had use of our 
planes well over a dozen times at least,” 
Yanowitch said. “It cost a lot of money 
to send a plane down ... We thought the 
project was going to be moved along by 
(Eastland’s) interceding for us. That 
was the purpose of doing it.” 
Footnote: Little told us that he was not 
aware that Eastland contacted Butz. It 
was former Agriculture Undersecretary 
Phil Campbell whom Eastland talked to, 
Little insists. He claims that Eastland’s 
memory is not as good as it once was. 


Rhyme Time 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Six days 
after Jimmy Carter was elected presi­ 
dent, Dr. Eugene Younts, of the Univer­ 
sity of Georgia, bluntly told an as­ 
semblage of scientists the harsh 
economic facts facing his state — as well 
as its cities and counties. 
Younts was talking 
ab o u t c o n d itio n s 
where he lives and 
w orks. 
But 
the 
problems he raises are 
not unique to Georgia 
or the South. They 
s t r e t c h 
th ro u g h 
a lm o s t as many 
states, cities and rural 
areas as the mind can 
reach. They illustrate, 
t h e r e f o r e . 
the 
awesome problem Mr. 
Carter faces as presi­ 
dent if he decides, as 
he has indicated he 
might, that this is a 
problem to be tackled 
from Washington. 
As for Georgia's cities, says Younts, 
citizens are demanding more public ser­ 
vices. Inflation is escalating costs 
Meanwhile the tax base is slipping, with 
businesses moving out to suburban shop­ 
ping centers and inner city property 
values steadily declining 
The city problems are complicated by 
more and more crime, by tense in­ 
terracial relationships, and by the in­ 
creasing willingness of courts to in­ 
tervene in labor-management dif­ 
ferences. school systems and a variety of 
other local matters Younts could easily 
be talking here of New York or Chicago. 
But it is not only cities which are going 
through turmoil. Rural counties suffer as 
young people move out for want of oppor­ 
tunity. and the populace grows old 
City-county problems have intensified 
as the federal government has grown 


ever more active at enforcing its en­ 
vironmental ruling and its occupational 
health and safety regulations - in addi­ 
tion to meeting its objectives in social 
services and transportation planning. 
At the same time, says Younts, there 
are increasing demands for “citizen par­ 
ticipation” in formulating local govern­ 
ment policies and a heavy growth in the 
number of groups involving themselves 
in political matters. With so many 
diverse demands, it is becoming more 
and more difficult for government to 
decide what is, in fact, the majority 
voice. 
These pressures from a multitude of 
groups on all sides of every question, 
Younts implies (though he does not say it 
outright), have exposed on what thin 
ground many government decisions have 
been made in the past. 
Local governments are finding they do 
not have the scientific and technical data 
to prove they are right when opponents 
object, say. to the location of a landfill, 
to the methods used in rehabilitating 
criminals, or to rulings on tax assess- 
ments. 
What this means is that state, city and 
county governments are up to their ears 
and slowly sinking because of their in­ 
ability to handle the pressures from 
above and below. 
Younts has a partial solution — bring­ 
ing in expert technical help from the un­ 
iversities, both the local ones and others 
from states which share common 
problems This would he in addition to 
national research sponsored by the 
federal government and other institu­ 
tions. 
But the problems Younts faces are 
deeper than this. Listening to his words, 
one wonders if there is not a great need 
for some improvement in state, city and 
county institutions which would enable 
them to better handle, or withstand, the 
demands from Washington and from 
local pressure groups.

Everywhere they are asking about the 
future of the Repiblican Party, even peo­ 
ple who have never shown any interest 
before in its affairs — suggesting that 
nothing will so become the GOP as its 
departure from the scene. Concerning 
the party’s future, a few observations: 
1) Thomas Dewey once said that there 
was no such thing as “a Republican Par­ 
ty.” There are 50 
Republican 
parties, 
which unite every four 
years for the purpose 
of a presidential elec­ 
tion. Any decision 
made by any person or 
group of persons about 
the future of the 
Republican Party has 
got to be sold to 50 
Republican cadres 
th ro u g h o u t 
the 
country. 
2) The Republican 
P a r t y 
has 
had 
organizational, 
i d e o lo g ic a l, 
and 
spiritual problems. 
TTie first dates to the 
defection of the Rockefeller wing during 
1964. On that occasion, we recall, the 
liberals in the party declined to go along 
with the choice of the Republican con­ 
vention. Nelson Rockefeller made a few 
motions, but it was clear that he hoped 
for the defeat of Barry Goldwater. 
Senator Javits, then prominent as a 
liberal Republican, was entirely out­ 
spoken in his opposition to Goldwater. 
The GOP’s stellar young man, John 
Lindsay, was so affronted by 
Goldwater’s designation, he went to sl­ 
eep and, six years later, woke up a 
Democrat. The political philosopher 
James Burnham predicted at the time 
that the failure of the liberal wing to 
close ranks behind the conservatives 
would almost inevitably set up 
reciprocal hostilities, and they did. It 
was a long time, but in 1976 Rockefeller 
was eased out of the Vice Presidency by 
people who, ignoring his own drift to the 
right, never quite forgave him his 
organizational disloyalty. 
The ideological difficulties of the party 
developed from its incapacity to ar­ 
ticulate a principled alternative to the 
dogged passion of the Democrats to find 
central and statist solutions for social 
problems This meant a certain in­ 
coherence; an ambivalence concerning 
Democratic programs. Inasmuch as con­ 
servatives almost always depend on 
principle rather than particulars (thou 
shalt not kill is good conservative 
doctrine, even though it fails to specify 
what you should do while not killing), the 
natural advantage lies with Democratic 
ideology, which promises things like 
good health, full employment, peace, and 
free funeral care. The Republican Party 
hasn’t succeeded as a negative political 
force, and probably cannot succeed as an 
affirmative political force since people 
aren’t easily aroused by mere talk of 
human freedom. 
Spiritually, the Republican Party suf­ 


fered from Watergate, conceived now as 
endemic to a political philosophy of ex­ 
tortion. Extortion by government 
patronage of business (Lockheed) and 
unbridled power In the name of national 
security. It was thought that the party s 
exorcism could be effected by the deposi­ 
tion of Nixon. It is thought now by some 
that that will not be enough, that nothing 
less than the party’s formal immolation 
wS do. Whence the talk of changing the 
party’s name. 
But if that happens, 3) thought should 
be given simultaneously to concurrent 
changes. Historical incumbrances 
should be acknowledged, and coped with. 


Principal among them the blight of the 
Republican label in the South. Any new 
approach to the party must begin by ac­ 
costing the Southern problem. And this 
means that John Connally is critical. Any 
effort schematically to reorganize the 
GOP without the aid of its principal 
regional patron is a wasted effort. Here 
John Connally has the problem of his link 
with the Nixon Administration, and his 
endorsement of Ford in the bitter weeks 
before the Kansas City Convention. 
Probably only Reagan could affect the 
plausible ascendency of Ford. The alter­ 
native is more of the same. It was more 
of the same that brought us Carter.

Garage sales 


There's a big question that needs some 
answering as far as City Hall and local 
businessmen are concerned. When is a 
garage sale a true garage sale? 
Complaints have been proliferating in 
the city’s Community Development 
Department, overseers of the garage 
sale ordinance, that there are many 
abuses of the or­ 
dinance. 
Some local business 
people are equally 
concerned. 
One of the patterns 
involves the peddler 
on wheels. He’ll he 
peddling anything 
from antique furniture 
to shoes. He gets his 
leads from the clas­ 
sified ads of a new­ 
spaper when and 
where the weekend 
garage sales will be 
and then he makes 
c o n tact with the 
person conducting the 
garage sale. 
“Let me put my shoes in your garage 
sale and I’ll give you 25 per cent of the 
action.” is the standard come-on. 
The peddler is truly circumventing the 
law by not having a business license, let 
alone a state resale license. 
City Hall inspectors know this is going 
on but have difficulty in tracking down 
the culprits. 
They did, however, find one He was 
unloading furniture from a furniture van 
for a garage sale. 
There are other abuses Many people 
are into handcrafts of different sorts, 
jewelry, macramè, pottery, picture 
frames, etc. Many are using the garage 
sale as a way of disposing of their 
handcraft items They throw in a couple 
of used tires, maybe a discarded washer 
and other items to make the garage sale 


legitimate, but the true purpose of the 
sale is the business of selling 
handcrafted items. 
By law, the city only allows a single 
parcel of property to have two garage 
sales a year. Many get around this simp­ 
ly by joining a neighbor’s garage sale. 
Or, if you own more than one parcel, you 
can move your garage sale around 
throughout the year. 
The ordinance is enforced by com­ 
plaint only. City inspectors have 
followed up on many complaints but find 
it extremely difficult to get the evidence. 
“It’s a tough problem,” one city in­ 
spector said.
